The settlers, as observed in the towns 


tvhlle waiting to pass to the border, and 
jii their way thither, appeared to be, as 
a rule, thrifty, energetic and deter- 
mined to wrest from the stubborn soil a 
better livi.lg than they had been able 
to gain in their old homes. Of course, 
there wore numbers of shiftless people, 
careless of the future, who joined the 
rush out of the excitement of the thing; 
others who v.ere drawn Ui the lands in 
the hope of profiting by speculation, 
uul still others who "got ietV n't the 
opening of the Iowa, Sax and Kox, 
Klekapoo and I'ottawotomie lands last 
year miuio another attempt to secure 
homes. The scarcity of the negro is 
one of the surprising things of the 
occupancy of the new lands, taken 
In connection with

negro colonies and their journey ings 
toward the lands. An estimate by a 
newspaper man, who has ridden around 
the whole bonier during the past week, 
places the proportion of negroes to the 
whole number of settlers at only lo per 
cent. It was confidently expected that 
they would comprise fully half of the 
home-seekers. The greater part of th« 


negro settlers gathered at Langston 
and Cimarron, the negro towns that 
were organized on the eastern reserva- 
tions a year ago. From those two 
towns they proceeded, most of them, on 
foot to eastern and southern boundaries 
of the Cheyenne country, where they 
all settled as near to ono another as 
possible in bunches. Nearly all the re- 
maining negroes entered the lands 
from the south and west, having come 
from Texas. There was no organiza- 
tion among the latter and they took up 
claims independent of each other much 
after the manner of their white breth- 
ren. 


The blanket Indian, amid all the rush 


and bustle, hurry and excitement, pre- 
served his imperturbable indifference. 
Tho only thing that caused anything 
near surprise was the number of the 
white people who entered upon his 
land. It was the first time he ever rea- 
lized that there are more white people 
in the world than Indians. Otherwise 
he observed all the exciting scenes 
without the least show of surprise or 
curiosity. It was apparently all a very 
great bore to him. He was not even 
enough interested in the white man's 
scramble for land to stay on his own 
claim to prevent it from being jumped. 
There was, however a special reason for 
that. To-day Isrationdoyattheagency, 
and nothing was ever known to keep 
the Indian away from the agency when 
anything to eat is in sight. He will 
loaf around the agency until he receives 
rations and eatables. lie will drive 
away his beef, gorge to his full capac- 
ity, 
let his claim go to the dogs and 


wait until next ration day. 


The blanket Indians are as a rule 


peaceably inclined. They never have 
and probably never will mal e much 
trouble. The Cheyennes, too, are good 
natnred enough so long as they are left 
alone in peace. When they were first 
put on the reservation in 1879 after 
their famous and fatal raid through 
Kansas, they chafed under the restraint 
and it caused much trouble. Since then 
they have been conducting themselves 
very well. They lire quick to anger, 
however, and resent any imposition 
upon their rights. Let a settler jump 
an allotment and he will not live to 
drive the first stake.

Three 
were hanged at first, and after the 
hanging another was implicated.

The 
names of those hanged are Jerry Will- 
iams, (ieorge Davis and \Villie Will- 
iams, and Albert Robertson, who was 
left at the jail, but implicated by the 
first three.

gressional Record, without the consent of tbe 
proprietor of a copyright book, subjected 
persona circulating copies of such Record to the 
penalties ot section 4904 of the Revised Statutes 
(relating to the law of copyright), and also 
whether any person waa liable to damages to 
the owner of the copyright lor such publication, 
and if ao, what person. 


On objection of Mr Platt the resolution went 


over until to-morrow. 


A brief bnt rather slgniacant silver debate 


was occasioned by Mr. Platt (Conn.), chairman 
of the committee on territories, calling up a 
house bill amending the Arizona funding act, 
and asking its Immediate consideration. 


Mr Platt explained that the bill made the In- 


terest on the bonded debt of Arizona parable 
semi-annually instead of annually. Ita pass- 
age waa urgently desired, aa a contract had been 
made for the sale of these bonds on the theory 
that the bill would paia the eeimts in the same 
form which It had passed the house. 


Mr. Stewart called attention to the fact that 


the Interest was made payable in "gold coin ot 
the United States," and said thla stipulation, 
though following tho eiact language of the ter- 
ritorial act passed in 1887, would be >nre to be 
taken advantage ot by the gold men and the 
other advocates of the grasping contraction 
which had impoverished the country ae being 
an approval by congress of the geld standard. 


Mr. Kyle (S. 0.) moved to strike out the 


words which made the 6 per cent, interest pay- 
able in gold, and insert the worda "In lawful 
money of the United States." 


A roll-call being demanded on this proposi- 


tion, resulted In 21 yeas to 6 nays—no quorum. 


A call of tbe senate was had and disclosed 


flfty-eevwi senators, twelve more than a quo- 
rum, present. Another roll-call was bad, and

Mr. Uaroy said the terrltorrini act of Arizona

products, and whether any proper govern- 
mental purpose Is subserved by such publica- 
tion, and whether such publication should bo 
continued.11 


Thus amended, the resolution WOB adopted 


without objection. 
The long-standing resolution authorizing the 


secretary of the treasury to refund to the state 
of West Virginia the direct tax, which had been 
laid over out of courtesy to Mr. MorrlU, was 
passed, Mr. Morrill finally concluding not to ad- 
dress tbe senate on the subjtfct.

The Largest Vota In Y.ara—Ioat«r Prob-

NBW ORLEANS, April ao.— The polls 


closed here at 0 o'clock last evening, af- 
ter one of the most quiet elections ever 
held in the state. Reports received 
from all parts of the state show the 
highest legitimate vote in years, but 
owing to the large number of tickets in 
the field and the numerous officers 
voted for, returns are being received 
very slowly.

Telegrams received here last night in- 


dicate that McEnery has failed to main- 
tain the strength he displayed in the 
March primaries. In some of the large 
parishes which are thickly populated 
and where there was a fair prospect ol 
negro control, prominent 
democrats 


went over to Foster, and in conse- 
quence his vote in some of these par- 
ishes is so large as to make it almoi.1 
certain that he has succeeded in the 
state over all the tickets in the field 
In his own parish he has polled appar- 
ently a very heavy vote, while Me 
Enery has fallen off and Leonard am 
Brcanx have shown lamentable weak- 
ness. In the city the MoEnery vote 
from recent returns will probably fal 
short as in March, when he secured 
something over ll,000,more than his op 
ponent. His majority will not, it Is be 
lieved reach 10,000.

A Large Number of Towns and Cities 


Shaken Up and Some of Them 


Badly Wrecked—No Loss 


ol Liie Reported. 


The Host Severe Since 1886. 


SAN 
FKASCISCO, April 
19.— Last 


night's earthquake, which was lelt all 
over the northern part ol the state, 
was the most severe since the disturb- 
ance ol 1868. While many persons 
were injured, thus far no deaths have 
been reported, although there are nu- 
merous unverified rumors ol loss ol life 
n portions ol the state inaccessible by 
elegraph to-night. The loss to prop- 
erty will probably reach tl.000,000. In 
:his city but slight damage was done, 
only one building collapsing. 
The 


shock was distinctly lelt all over the 
city, however, and hundreds rushed to 
the streets in their night clothing.

Havoc at Vaaavlll*. 


VACAVILLE, Cal., April 20.— This town 


seems to have been the center ol a great 
earthquake shock. Main street pre- 
sents a picture of great devastation. 
The thoroughfare is blocked with brick, 
umber, mortar and tangled wires. 
There is not a brick building on tha 
south side of the street which was not 
more or less wrecked, and some ol them 
are a total loss. The shock struck th« 
town at just 2:49 o'clock, and lasted 
fully three quarters of a minute. The 
vibrations were at first from southwest 
to northeast, and then changed sud- 
denly to north and south. Fronts »! 
buildings tumbled into the street; 
chimneys were twisted and torn as if 
struck by a Kansas cyclone, and the en- 
tire population rushed into the streets. 
That there were no fatalit'es is little 
short of miraculous, though there were 
a number ol very narrow escapes. 


The fronts are out of Odd Fellows 


hall, Masonic hall, Chitt«nden's grocery 
store, Hacke's hardware store. Ram- 
bos' cigar store, Reaumes & Thomas,' 
grocery store and Joe Donovan's barbci* 
shop. 


Davis' butcher shop is a total loss. 


Will Patton and Tom Rogers were 
sleeping in a rear room and were 
buried beneath brick and mortar but 
escaped alive and almost unhurt. 


Ray Bennett's saloon is also a total 


wreck. It was a two-story brick and 
three young men were sleeping in the 
upper story. The front and sides of 
the structure fell outward leaving the 
bed sitting on the verge. 


J. M. Miller's drug store, Hewitt's 


jewelry establishment and Blum Ilros'. 
grocery were greatly damaged. 


The Platt block, the finest in the 


town, was almost totally destroyed. 
In this block were located the opera 
hall, post office, Wells-Pargo offices, 
Crystal Bros.' dry goods store, C. R. 
Madd's grocery, the Enterprise cfllce- 
and McCabe's tin shop. 


The Brunswick house, a large two- 


story structure, J. W. Kennedy, pro- 
prietor, suffered severely, almost every 
inch ol plastering being shaken from 
the walls of the lower story. 


Some ol the citizens have made figures 


on the total loss in this town, and esti- 
mates place it at from (130,000 to $200,- 
000.News ol the disaster comes from all 
directions in this section. 


In Pleasant Valley, between here and 


Winters, the shock was terrific, and it 
s said not a chimney is standing in the 
entire valley. John Thislle, Jr., who 
lives in Pleasant Valley, left a lamp 
burning when he retired. When the 
shook came the lamp was overturned 
and the house with all its contents was 
destroyed, the occupants barely escap- 
ing with their lives. 


The residence of Carl Oath, about 


three miles from Vacaville, was almost 
totally demolished. Rev. O. O. Felkner, 
ol San Jose, was visiting there, and 
was very severely injured Vy falling 
brick and timbers, lie was frightfully 
cut about the head and face, having no 
lest than a dozen wounds. 


The residence ol W. J. Dobbins, near 


town, is a complete wreck. Miss Lou 
Dobbins was caught by falling debris, 
but escaped with a fractured hand and 
a lew painful bruises. 


Fred Hntton'q brick residence was 


also destroyed, the occupants escaping 
they cannot tell how. 


Mrs. Davis' residence, one mile south 


ol Vacaville, was completely wrecked, 
the occupants having a close call for 
their lives. 


The new Presbyterian church was 


damaged to the extent of STiOOand chim- 
neys were toppled from the Christian 
church and college building; J. A. Ma- 
lones* frame ImiUling on Main street 
was turned and thrown ttiree leet to 
the north by the violence ol the shock 
and at his rt'siclem-e. chimneys were 
thrown down and plastering shaken 
Irom walls. His daughter had her arms 
badly Injured. 


Business in Vatuville is almost sus- 


pended, Men are enguffwl in clearing 
away the wreck. A temporary post of- 
fice has been improvised.

Sermon by Bav. O. B. Bale and Con- 


firmation by Biahop Seymour. 


The closing exercises attending the 


dedication ot 8t John's Episcopal 
church were held last evening, when the 
church was crowded. Chairs were placed 
in the broad aisles to accommodate late 
arrivals. The church was made brilliant 
by electric and gas light,and the beauties 
of the embellishments and carvings were 
brought oat with fine effect Bishop 
Seymour conducted the servioee.J The 
first lesson was read by Rev. Smith, ot 
Lincoln, »nd the second lesson by Kev. 
Barrel, of Aroola, Rev. W. H. Moore, ot 
Chicago, read the prayers. Rev. Charles 
B. Hale, of Davenport, Iowa, delivered 
the [sermon, whioh was founded on the 
words: "Lord I have loved the habita- 
tion ot thy house," Psalm xxvi,8th vei»=. 
The discourse treated of the dedication 
ot the morning, and the full meaning of 
that service was presented in a concise 
manner. The edifice is set apart for all 
time to the worship ot the Lord, sepa- 
rated for all time from all unhallowed, 
worldly and common uses. The words 
of_ our Master should be remembered, 
"Ton should keep holy my Sabbath, and 
reverence my sanctuary, for I am the 
Lord."

ing, the Easter festival, 


St. John's parish was organized Sspt 


10, 1855, under the direction ot Kav 
Stephen R. Child. These were the first 
members: William Prather, Cyril Ful- 
ler, Maria Fuller, Jane Simpson, Sarah 
Simpson, Emily Lnttrell, Sarah D. Maoy, 
Elam Rust, M. L. Foot Rust, Charles 
M, Smith, J. M, Richardson, Alex. 8. 
Halbut, Charles R. Smith, C. H, Fuller, 
M. S. fuller. The first vestry elected at 
the same time was as follows: Cyril 
fuller, warden; William Prather, James 
Simpson, Charles M. Smith, Lowber 
Burrows, Dr. Joseph King and Sheridan 
Wait, vestrymen. At the same meeting 
Rev. Stephen R. Child was elected rector 
and entered on his duties Oct. 8, 1855, 
His rectorship lasted only until Nov. 11, 
1855, when he died. For the first year

During the yeaia 
1869 and 1880, the pews were rented, the 
proceeds being used for rector's salary 
and current expenses. In April, 1862, 
the vestry passed a resolution making 
the pews free to all. The rectorship of 
Rev. M. M. Goodwin began Jan. 6,1889, 
he having accepted a call extended to 
him Nov. 7, 1888. The nucleus of the 
fand for the present church was the 
Easter offertory of 1889, which amounted 
to about $625. The Easter offering of 
1890 for the same fund was about $700, 
acd encouraged by this and a subscrip- 
tion made for a new building the work 
was undertaken in earnest, the present 
site secured and the work of building 
commenced. The corner stone was laid 
on Sept. 21,1890, by Rt. Rev. George F. 
Seymour, S. T. D., LL. D. The address 
was delivered by Rev, J. M. O. Fulton,

In Iowa there are 
the round number ot 900,000 hones 
valued at $97,500,000, and it ia saia there 
has been a decline on this stock of at 
least 33% per cent, showing a net loss to 
the farmers ot Iowa who own most ot tbe 
horses ot 822,600,000. There is plenty ot 
evidence to show a greater increase ot 
finer bred bones, however, and they 
bring good prices and are jost as easy to 
raise as scrubs.

The New Wabaab. Bridge. 


[From the Attica Leader.} 


The longest, best and costliest bridge 


on the main line ot the Wabash Railway, 
or on any ot ita branches, was com- 
pleted on last Tuesday. It spans the 
Wabash River in this city, is 1,880 feet 
long, rests on seventeen heavy stone 
piers and weighs 2,256,000 pounds. The 
first bix spans from the east approach 
are through iron truss, the first span 
being 108 feet long, the second 161, the 
third 153, the fourth 153, the fifth 149 and 
the sixth 129. The weight of this portion 
is 732 tons. The balance of the bridge is 
constructed of iron plate girders, two 
girders to a span, and each girder weigh- 
ing fourteen tons. 
There are twelve 


spans of this, each 77 feet and 8 inches 
in length, and making a total weight of 
396 tons. 
The bridge was built by the 


Penooyd Bridge Company, of Penooyd, 
Pa., and erected under the supervision 
ot Snpt. J. Murray. 
Work was begun 


last December, requiring four months to 
put in the iron work, 
The cost ot the 


bridge proper is in the neighborhood of 
$135,000, excluding the stone work and 
carpenter work, and whioh, when com- 
pleted, will run the total up close to 
$160,000.
